DR.  LEWIS  CENTER  GOFFE 
1914-1979 

Dr.  Lewis  C.  Goffe  was  born  in  Litchfield,  N.H.  on  March  29,  1914, 
and  died  August  16,  1979,  while  performing  at  the  White  Mountain  Folk 
Festival  in  Ossipee,  N.H.  He  was  married  to  the  late  Ruth  Colby  Goffe, 
also  of  Litchfield. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Litchfield  School,  graduated  from  Manchester 
Central  High  School,  Keene  Normal  School,  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  received  his  doctorate  from  Boston  University.  Later,  he 
did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  taught  at  Springfield,  (Vt.)  Junior  High  School  before  entering  the 
Armed  Forces  in  World  War  II. 

A  professor  of  English  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  since 
1945,  he  was  a  specialist  in  linguistics  and  American  Literature  until  he 
was  named  professor  emeritus  in  July.  He  was  a  visiting  professor  at 
Merrimack  Valley  College  and  consultant  of  the  New  Hampshire  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

Dr.  Goffe  was  a  man  of  varied  interest.  In  his  earlier  life  he  was 
producer,  director,  playwright,  composer,  and  actor  in  both  the  com- 
munity and  professional  theaters.  Later  he  became  an  authority  on  New 
England  folklore.  He  was  a  featured  storyteller  at  many  festivals  along  the 
eastern  seaboard. 

He  attended  the  Litchfield  Community  Church,  was  a  charter  member 
and  president  of  the  Litchfield  Historical  Society,  a  trustee  for  the  Aaron 
Cutler  Memorial  Library,  former  clerk  of  the  Litchfield  School  District 
and  a  member  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Dr.  Goffe's  concern  for  the  preservation  of  the  natural  habitat  of  the 
wildlife  of  this  town  led  him  to  lease  the  ancestral  sanctuary  to  the 
Litchfield  Conservation  Commission  in  memory  of  his  great  grandfather, 
Isaac  McQuesten.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  hourly  pay 
scale  for  part-time  employees  effective  April  1,  1980;  $3.15  -  unskilled 
labor  (5%  increase),  $3.25  -  skilled  labor  and  clerical  (8.3%  increase),  and 
$3.35  -  administrative  and  high  risk  labor  (11.6%  increase).  (Not 
recommended  by  Budget  Committee.) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

Selection 
of  make  and  model  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
consultation  with  the  Chief  of  Police;  the  said  purchase  to  be  by 
competitive  bidding.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
advertise  and  sell  the  1973  Plymouth  Fury  now  used  by  the  Building 
Inspector,  to  the  highest  bidder  by  secret  bid  or  at  public  auction.

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,400.00  as  compensation  for  the  Town  Clerk  -  Tax  Collector  for  the 
period  of  April  1,  1980  to  December  31,  1980,  in  accordance  with  R.S.A. 
41:25  and  41:33.  (Effective  annual  compensation  $7,200.00).  (Not 
recommended  by  Budget  Committee.) 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  cash  register  for  the  Town  Clerk  -  Tax 
Collector's  Office.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee.) 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$644.00  to  insulate  the  fire  station  addition.  (Recommended  by  Budget 
Committee.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  restore  and  preserve  early  town  record  books  dating  back  to 
the  1700's.  (Recommended  by  Budget  Committee.)

$1,200.00  for  a  multiple  heat  detector  fire  alarm  system  for  the 
incinerator.

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 ,734.00  for  a  water  filtration  system  to  service  both  the  fire  station  and 
the  town  hall.

At  present  the  department  is  at  full  allocated  strength,  consisting  of:  (full 
time)  Chief  of  Police,  two  Patrol  Officers  and  a  Secretary/Dispatcher  (part 
time)  thirteen  Special  Police  Officers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1979 


1979  proved  to  be  another  busy  year  for  Litchfield  firefighters,  as  157 
alarms  were  logged,  as  compared  to  102  for  1978.  This  amounts  to  a  53% 
increase  in  calls  in  one  year.  The  time  spent  at  these  calls  amounted  to  165 
hours  and  48  minutes  for  each  man  responding.

When  the  men  weren't  busy  answering  calls  and  fighting  the  two 
severe  fires  (Winslow's  -  on  Bancroft  Highway  in  February,  and  Fudala's 
on  Brook  Road  in  March),  they  were  each  putting  in  an  average  of  187 
hours  of  voluntary  training  in  all  aspects  of  fire  fighting  and  emergency 
medical  services.  The  70-hour  Advanced  First  Aid  course  was  given  and  19 
Litchfield  Fire  Fighters  completed  same  and  are  now  certified  to  provide 
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emergency  life  support  functions  until  the  ambulance  arrives.  The  entire 
department  is  being  re-certified  in  Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation  in 
addition  to  the  First  Aid. 

The  new  engine  is  due  to  be  delivered  in  June  of  1980.  This  will  serve 
to  further  enhance  our  service  capabilities.  In  order  to  accommodate  the 
truck,  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  as  well  as  some  dedicated 
members  of  the  community  have  spent  hundreds  of  hours  in  the  building 
of  the  30'  by  40'  addition  you  presently  see  at  the  Fire  Station.  This 
addition  was  built  almost  entirely  by  monies  raised  by  the  Fire  Fighters  at 
different  activities  during  the  year.  I  am  extremely  proud  of  these  men,  as 
you  should  be,  as  the  Town  has  gained  an  addition  worth  over  $10,000.00 
at  no  cost  with  exception  of  insulation  and  roofing.  The  inside  of  the 
building  still  needs  quite  a  bit  of  work  to  bring  it  up  to  standard,  hence  the 
request  for  funds. 

At  the  same  time,  we  must  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  those 
residents  and  businessmen,  both  from  Litchfield  and  beyond,  that  donated 
either  their  time  or  materials  in  order  to  help  us  complete  the  addition.  To 
mention  a  few,  the  Terranova  Family,  Richard  Provencher,  the  Lawrence 
Olson  Family,  Pat  Bernard,  Rick  Charbonneau,  Neil  King,  Joe  Reed,  Gary 
Kierstead,  Carl  Hamm,  Joe  Conway,  Charlie  Mcllveen,  Bob  Howard,  Dave 
Mehlhorn,  Gene  Pelkey,  Wil  Jewett,  George  Leary,  members  of  the 
Litchfield  Jaycees,  and  several  other  residents  were  instrumental  in  getting 
the  walls  and  the  roof  up. 

As  stated  previously,  we  still  look  to  some  day  providing  faster 
protection  to  the  Darrah  Pond  -  Route  102  area,  with  the  addition  of  a 
new  Fire  Station  at  Talent  Road  and  Albequerque  Blvd.  The  land  for  this 
has  already  been  donated  and  surveyed. 

As  always,  your  cooperation  as  residents  of  Litchfield,  and  that  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  other  Town  agencies  has  been  exceptional, 
thus  making  our  job  a  little  easier,  and,  on  behalf  of  all  of  the  Officers  and 
Fire  Fighters  of  the  Litchfield  Fire  Department,  may  I  extend  to  you  our 
best  wishes  for  another  fire-safe  and  prosperous  year  —  PLEASE 
REMEMBER  -  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS!

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative 
effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire 
Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city. 
This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest 
Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts 
with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State 
organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple  forest  fire  organization 
in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and 
forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is 
purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest 
fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is  obtained 
and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local 
departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative 
arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of 
woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

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LITCHFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  order  to  carry  out  its  State  mandated  charge  to  "insure  protection 
and  proper  utilization  of  the  community's  natural  resources  and  watershed 
resources;  research  local  land  and  water  areas;  coordinate  unofficial 
environmental  groups;  index  open  space,  natural,  wetland,  ecological  or 
aesthetic  areas  and  state  and  municipally  owned  lands;  and  provide  a  plan 
for  the  proper  use  of  these  areas"  during  the  past,  the  Litchfield 
Conservation  Commission  has  done  the  following: 

Sent  two  students  to  the  yearly  Conservation  Camp,  Mary  Louise 

Bennett  and  Mark  Noland.  The  J.C.  Women  also  sponsored  a  camper, 
Karen  Franck.  Upon  their  return,  Karen  and  Mark  reported  on  their 
experience  to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  J.C.  Women  and  the  Commission. 
(Unfortunately,  Mary  Louise  became  ill  on  her  first  day  and  was  obliged  to 
return  home.) 

In    May,    the    Commission    hosted    a    Regional    Workshop    for 

Conservation  Commissions  at  the  Fire  Station.  Commissions  from  Hudson, 
Nashua,  Pelham  and  Merrimack  sent  representatives.  Perley  Colby  showed 
slides  of  mutual  conservation  problems  and  the  participants  exchanged 
solutions  and  ideas.  The  commissions  from  towns  bordering  the  Merrimack 
agreed  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  river 
and  its  possibilities  as  a  resource. 

In  June,  members  of  the  Hudson  Conservation  Commission  and 

the  Litchfield  Conservation  Commission  surveyed  the  river  by  canoe  from 
Moore's  Falls  to  below  Hudson  Bridge,  and  noted  that  the  quality  of  the 
water  diminished  remarkably  below  the  Merrimack  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant.  On  July  4th  a  group  which  included  individuals  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Budget  Committee,  the  ZBA  and  the  Commission,  made 
the  trip  from  Moore's  Falls  to  Cromwells  Falls,  picnicking  on  the  islands 
and  sunbathing  on  the  sandbars.  Throughout  the  summer,  numerous  short 
trips  have  been  made,  and  much  favorable  comment  has  been  elicited 
concerning  the  cleanliness  of  the  river,  the  return  of  fish  and  wildlife  and 
the  fact  that  this  recreational  resource  of  the  Merrimack  comprises  the 
entire  west  border  of  the  town  of  Litchfield. 

Dredge  and  Fill  applications  have  been  processed  and  the  Com- 
mission has  enjoyed  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  the 
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Building  Inspector.  The  continued  and  growing  understanding  of  the 
Wetlands  problem  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is 
evidence  that  these  matters  can  be  settled  for  the  ultimate  good  of  the 
community. 

The  Commission  sent  four  delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention  of 

N.H.  Conservation  Commissions  at  Plymouth  College  in  November.  They 
attended  workshop  sessions  which  included  "N.H.'s  New  Wetland  Law  and 
How  it  Affects  Conservation  Commissions,"  "N.H.'s  Environment  and  the 
Law,"  "The  Need  for  Continuing  Public  Participation  in  Water  Quality 
Management,"  and  "Conservation  Commissions  and  the  Master  Planning 
Process." 

An  informational  meeting  was  held  at  the  Griffin   School  on 

January  16,  1980  to  inform  the  public  of  the  proposal  by  the  Town  of 
Derry  to  pipe  treated  sewage  through  the  towns  of  Londonderry  and 
Litchfield  and  dump  it  in  the  Merrimack  River  at  Moore's  Falls  in  the 
north  end  of  the  town  of  Litchfield.  In  1976  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
the  town  had  voted  to  permit  Derry  to  make  a  feasibility  study  of  the 
proposal. 

The  Commission  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  its  long  time  members, 

with  the  sudden  death  in  August  of  Dr.  Lewis  C.  Goffe.  Deeply  aware  of 
both  the  aesthetic  and  economic  importance  of  the  environment  on  our 
lives,  he  has  had  a  lasting  influence  on  the  town  and  its  people.

CUTLER  MEMORIAL-LITCHFIELD  LIBRARY 

The  death  of  Trustee  Lewis  C.  Goffe  in  August  is  our  unforgettable 
loss. 

His  lifelong  interest  in  the  printed  word  and  in  the  town  library  meant 
hours  of  time  donated  for  the  library's  betterment.  This  included  several 
years  as  president  of  the  trustees'  board. 

We,  who  knew  him  as  a  fellow  citizen,  friend  and  trustee,  miss  his 
guidance,  gentle  humor  and  his  caring  efforts  to  preserve  Litchfield's  past 
to  brighten  its  present  and  future. 

We  have  found  it  fitting  to  remember  Dr.  Goffe  through  the  purchase 
of  a  book  card  catalogue  which  shall  be  dedicated  to  both  his  memory  and 
that  of  his  aunt,  Florence  Center,  who  diligently  served  Litchfield  for  five 
decades  as  its  librarian. 

It  is  anticipated  the  catalogue  will  arrive  in  mid-summer. 

The  year  1979  saw  major  masonry  renovation  to  replace  crumbling 
exterior  mortar.  We  hope  to  wrap  up  roof  repairs  in  1980. 

Our  major  ongoing  need  is  to  develop  via  the  town  budget  sufficient 
book-buying  resources.  For  many  years  the  library  struggled  with  meager 
book-buying  funds  and  this  impaired  the  scope  and  quality  of  its 
collection. 

The  trustees  and  Librarian  Janet  Kelsey  are  working  to  remedy  this 
situation  and  some  progress  has  been  achieved.  They  trust  townspeople 
will  lend  them  their  continuing  support  in  this  matter. 

In  terms  of  long-range  capital  outlay,  the  principal  thrust  is  to 
renovate  the  library  interior.  Of  particular  interest  is  "finishing  off  the 
barren  basement  room  which  we  hope  to  renovate  for  fuller  utilization  to 
meet  community  needs. 

The  development  of  a  renovation  plan,  with  utmost  attention  to  be 
paid  to  preserving  the  architectural  aesthetics  of  the  building,  will  engage 
the  attention  of  the  trustees  and  librarian  during  1980. 

If  all  goes  well,  the  plan  should  be  ready  for  presentation  by  1981 . 

We  extend  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs.  Emilienne  Jean  who  resigned  as  the 
library  custodian  after  a  long  and  faithful  tenure.  Hired  in  her  stead  was 
Kevin  Longley. 

Our  thanks  to  residents  who  have  helped  through  the  donation  of 

books  and  volunteered  assistance.  Their  kind  endeavors  loom  large  in  our 

remembrance.

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LITCHFIELD  PARKS  &  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
1979  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Parks  &  Recreation  Commission  once  again  in  1979  helped 
support  the  Litchfield  Babe  Ruth  program.  The  new  wrinkle  in  1979  was 
the  addition  of  a  new  team,  the  Cubs,  which  was  comprised  of  13  year  old 
ball  players.  The  Cubs,  as  did  their  senior  counterparts,  the  Tigers, (14  & 
15  year  old  ball  players),  enjoyed  very  successful  seasons  in  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Babe  Ruth  League. 

The  new  spring  sponsored  Recreation  program  was  the  formation  of  a 
Girls'  Softball  League.  The  program  was  enjoyed  by  over  100  girls  ranging 
from  grades  3  through  8. 

In  the  fall,  the  Recreation  Commission,  for  the  first  time,  sponsored  a 
Youth  Soccer  League.  The  soccer  program  was  co-ed  and  was  participated 
in  by  over  120  youths  ranging  from  grades  3  through  8. 

On  October  13,  1979,  the  Recreation  Commission  sponsored  a  Town 
Fun  Day  which  featured  a  carnival  type  atmosphere.  Various  town  groups 
entered  craft,  food  &  game  booths.  In  the  morning  the  Recreation 
Commission  sponsored  a  variety  of  fun  games  for  the  youth,  and  in  the 
afternoon  the  Commission  held  its  first  annual  Litchfield  Road  Race.  The 
Road  Race  was  actually  two  races;  one  five-mile  and  one  one-mile  race, 
both  races  were  considered  to  be  very  successful.  A  good  time  was  had  by 
all. 

Also  in  October,  the  Recreation  Commission  was  again  sponsor  of  the 
Town  Halloween  Party  for  the  youth  of  the  town. 

On  the  adult  side  of  recreation,  the  Recreation  Commission  has 
obtained  the  use  of  Griffin  Memorial  School  gym  for  the  fall  and  winter 
months  for  adult  basketball,  on  Tuesday  nights  from  7:30  to  10:30  P.M. 

On  the  developmental  side,  the  Recreation  Commission  along  with  the 
dedicated  help  of  Rick  Chabboneau  was  able  to  develop  a  multi-purpose 
recreational-atheltic  field  off  Brickyard  Drive.  The  field  has  a  regulation 
baseball  diamond  and  backstop  which  features  power  alleys  of  340'  down 
right  field  and  280'  down  left  field.  The  field  also  has  a  100  yard  by  50 
yard  soccer  field  with  combination  soccer-football  goals. 

Besides  the   development  of  Brickyard   Ball  Field,  the  Recreation 
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Commission  also  had  Corning  Road  Ball  Field  fenced  in  which  will  enable 
us  to  improve  the  playing  field  inside. 

The  Litchfield  Parks  &  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  THANK  all  the  people  who  contributed  their  time  and 
effort  which  helped  in  making  1979  a  successful  year  for  all  our  recreation 
programs.  We  would  also  like  to  invite  anyone  who  may  have  any  input  for 
our  town's  recreation  needs  to  contribute  them  by  coming  to  any 
Recreation  meeting;  we  meet  the  third  Monday  of  every  month  at  the 
Town  Hall  at  7:30.

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MERRIMACK  VALLEY  HOME  HEALTH  CARE 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1979 


Community  home  health  services  to  your  friends,  relatives  and 
neighbors  were  provided  when  requested  and  found  to  be  appropriate  and 
necessary.  416  professional  nursing  visits,  171  homemaker/home  health 
aide  visits  totaling  234&  hours,  147  physical  therapy  visits,  22  social 
service  visits,  49  supervisory  home  visits  and  3  nutritional  counseling  visits 
were  made  plus  79  telephone  conferences  to  or  on  behalf  of  patients. 

An  immunization  clinic  was  held  at  which  14  immunizations  were 
given. 

Through  the  advocacy  of  our  social  worker  Litchfield  residents 
received  $2,000  in  food  stamps,  $500  in  fuel  assistance  and  250  Meals  on 
Wheels. 

We  feel  proud  of  the  kind  and  loyal  professional  and  para-professional 
staff  members  who  work  in  Litchfield.  To  some  of  our  patients  these 
"helpers"  mean  the  difference  between  being  able  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes  or  having  to  be  placed  in  an  institutional  setting,  which  they  dread. 

A  major  effort  was  made  to  plan,  fund  and  start  construction  of 
permanent  adequate  housing  for  the  association.  Response  to  our  fund 
raising  drive  was  gratifying  and  additional  donations  continue  to  be 
received.  Occupancy  of  our  new  facility  is  scheduled  for  late  February. 
Financing  of  this  facility  is  completely  separate  from  all  other  association 
funds  and  will  not  be  utilizing  any  of  the  funds  received  for  providing 
service. 

Litchfield  was  represented  on  our  Board  of  Directors  in  1979  by  Miss 
Claudette  Durocher.  Her  dedication  to  the  association's  purposes  and 
service  is  greatly  appreciated.

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NASHUA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Under  the  guidance  of  Litchfield  resident,  Robert  Crocker  and  the 
other  22  area  Commissioners,  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission 
has  accomplished  the  following  tasks  since  March,  1979. 

Local  planning  assistance  to  Litchfield  centered  around  services  to 
planning  board  members  and  work  with  the  Litchfield  Sounding  Board. 
Copies  of  soil  classification  materials,  a  model  sign  ordinance,  and  a  model 
home  occupation  ordinance  were  provided  to  the  Planning  Board. 
Regional  Planning  Commission  staff  has  attended  meetings  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  has  prepared  slide  shows  and  other  materials  for  several 
Sounding  Board  meetings  dealing  with  elements  of  the  master  plan, 
techniques  for  completing  a  land  use  survey,  commercial  and  industrial 
zoning  for  the  town,  and  inventorying  and  assessing  roads  and  highways. 
As  time  permits  further  assistance  will  be  provided  to  the  Sounding  Board 
and  its  Committees  as  they  develop  a  master  plan  for  Litchfield. 

Additionally,  with  your  continued  support,  we  have  provided  plan- 
ning services  and  programs  of  general  benefit  to  Litchfield.  A  survey  of 
area  building  inspectors  provided  us  with  an  updated  account  of  residential 
activity  within  the  region.  Development  of  tools  for  analyzing  fiscal 
impacts  of  development  has  allowed  us  to  assist  at  least  two  communities 
in  determining  the  validity  of  their  growth  controls  while  expanding  our 
expertise  to  assist  other  towns  in  the  region  with  the  same  types  of 
analyses.  In  May,  a  joint  planning  board  meeting  focused  attention  on  the 
legal  aspects  of  growth  control  techniques  as  seen  by  Keene's  City 
attorney,  Charles  Morang;  the  session  was  attended  by  representatives 
from  municipal  planning  boards,  boards  of  selectmen,  and  boards  of 
adjustment.  A  sample  outline  for  a  master  plan  was  developed  and  has 
been  used  by  at  least  six  (6)  of  the  twelve  (12)  area  communities  in  their 
planning  efforts.  A  regional  land  use  plan  has  been  developed  and  will  soon 
be  available  for  distribution. 

To  foster  its  role  as  a  disseminator  of  information,  the  Commission 
has  expanded  its  publication  of  the  Soundings  newsletter  to  provide 
pertinent  funding,  planning  and  programming  information  to  almost  500 
local  and  state  officials  and  interested  citizens.  Copies  of  various 
publications  were  widely  distributed,  including  manuals  on  flood  plain 
management,  handbook  for  zoning  boards  of  adjustment  and  the  text  of 
current  planning  enabling  legislation.  In  its  role  as  "A-95"  Review  agency 
to  ensure  consistency  of  funding  proposals  with  regional  goals  and  to 
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prevent  duplications  of  effort,  the  Commission  reviewed  approximately 
175  applications  over  the  last  year. 

As  a  result  of  your  local  support,  we  were  able  to  match  federal 
program  funds  to  begin  the  preparation  of  a  handbook,  expected  to  be 
available  by  mid-summer,  which  will  assist  local  sounding  boards  deal  with 
planning  and  organizational  issues.  A  program  has  been  set  up  to  deal  with 
the  air  quality  problems  that  have  plagued  busy  street  intersections. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  continued  service  to  Litchfield  in  the 
coming  year  and  welcome  suggestions  on  how  we  might  best  serve  you. 
Are  there  studies,  surveys  or  projects  you  have  back-shelved  for  lack  of 
money  to  hire  a  consultant  for  which  we  may  be  of  assistance?  In  Hudson, 
for  example,  we  conducted  a  study  of  266  homes  built  since  1977  to 
determine  the  fiscal  impact  these  homes  have  had  on  the  town  budget.  A 
study  in  Ho  His  assessed  the  potential  impacts  on  traffic  in  a  particular  area 
if  it  was  commercially  developed.  Merrimack  obtained  an  updated  zoning 
ordinance  map  through  our  graphic  services  and  drew  upon  our  assistance 
for  a  traffic  origin  and  destination  study  conducted  in  the  fall.  Other 
projects  might  include  an  assessment  of  future  needs  for  open  space  and 
recreational  lands,  a  study  of  existing  land  use  problems,  traffic  volume 
counts  for  key  traffic  spots,  review  of  a  certain  ordinance  or  regulation,  or 
recommendations  on  commercial  and  industrial  development. 

We  look  forward  to  any  requests  for  service  you  may  have  and  hope 
that  we  may  continue  to  provide  practical  planning  services  that  will 
benefit  Litchfield.

ARTICLE  I 

By  Petition:  Ordinance-Sufficient  transportation  facilities  (including 


the  operation  of  motor  vehicles)  shall  be  provided  by  the  School  District 
for  all  the  children  residing  within  the  School  District  to  and  from  the 
school  they  legally  attend,  who  are  in  need  of  such  transportation  because 
of  the  remoteness  of  the  school  to  the  child  or  for  the  promotion  of  the 
best  interest  of  such  children.  Such  transportation  shall  be  provided  for  all 
children  attending  grade  one  through  eight  who  live  more  than  one  mile 
from  the  school  they  legally  attend  and  for  all  children  attending  grades 
nine  through  twelve  who  live  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  they 
legally  attend  and  shall  be  provided  for  each  such  child  up  a  distance  of 
ten  (10)  miles,  the  distance  in  each  case  being  measured  by  the  nearest 
available  route  from  home  to  the  school.  The  entire  cost  of  providing  such 
transportation  between  one  or  two  miles,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  ten  miles 
shall  be  considered  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  to  be  charged  upon 
the  school  district  and  an  ordinary  contigent  expense  of  the  district. 
Transportation  for  a  lesser  distance  than  one  mile  in  the  case  of  children 
attending  grades  one  through  eight  or  two  miles  in  the  case  of  children 
attending  grades  nine  through  twelve  may  be  provided  by  the  school 
district,  and,  if  provided,  shall  be  offered  equally  to  all  children  in  like 
circumstances  residing  in  the  district  (i)  in  the  case  of  a  child  attending  a 
parochial  school  of  his  denomination,  to  furnish  transportation  to  and 
from  the  nearest  available  parochial  school  of  such  denomination.  (Not 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  II

AUDITOR'S  OPINION 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
the  general  long-term  debt  group  of  accounts  of  the  Litchfield  School 
District  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1979  listed  in  the  foregoing 
table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  municipalities  in  the  State,  the  Litchfield 
School  District  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned 
table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various  funds 
and  the  general  long-term  debt  group  of  accounts  of  the  Litchfield  School 
District  at  June  30,  1979  and  the  results  of  operations  and  the  changes  in 
fund  balances  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  supplemental  schedules  included  in  this  report,  although  not 
considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  position  and 
results  of  operations  and  the  changes  in  fund  balances  of  such  funds,  are 
presented  primarily  for  supplemental  analysis  purposes.  This  additional 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  audit  procedures  applied  in  the 
aforementioned  examination  of  the  basic  financial  statements  and  is,  in 
our  opinion,  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  basic 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole .

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

January  2,  1980 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  in  Litchfield. 

As  we  opened  school  for  the  last  time  in  this  decade  of  the  70's,  there 
were  two  characteristics  that  were  immediately  evident.  The  first  was  the 
fact  that  our  overall  enrollment  in  grades  1-8  only  increased  by  2%  after 
consecutive  increases  of  16%  and  15%.  This  dramatic  slowdown  in  student 
increase  can  be  attributed  to  a  combination  of  the  zoning  ordinance  passed 
in  1976  and  the  impact  of  rampant  inflation  on  the  housing  market. 

The  second  characteristic  and  the  one  that  effects  all  sectors  of  the 
community  is  inflation  itself.  The  impact  of  this  characteristic  is  of 
sufficient  importance  that  I  have  decided  to  devote  my  entire  report  to 
several  aspects  of  the  problem. 

Energy  cost  has  been  increasing  almost  on  a  monthly  basis  since  our 
budget  for  the  current  year  was  finalized.  Although  our  present  budget 
was  premised  on  a  $.45  per  gallon  cost  of  No.  2  heating  fuel,  we  are 
currently  paying  $.836  per  gallon  and  as  of  this  report  the  OPEC  cartel  has 
just  announced  a  $6.00  per  barrel  increase.  This  inflationary  increase  along 
with  the  increases  in  fuel  for  transportation  has  had  a  crippling  effect  on 
our  current  appropriation.  Although  the  cost  of  energy  is  the  most 
apparent  cause  of  the  budgetary  crunch,  we  have  experienced  other 
increases  in  goods  and  services  due  to  the  state  of  the  overall  economy. 

We  have  also  recently  been  informed  that  due  to  a  "shortfall"  of  state 
funds,  we  will  have  to  absorb  approximately  40%  of  the  state's  share  of 
educating  those  handicapped  students  who  are  tuitioned  out  of  district. 
This  lack  of  support  from  the  state  level,  which  already  ranks  last  in  the 
nation  in  state  support  to  education,  places  an  immense  burden  on  the 
local  taxpayer.  In  a  recent  study  conducted  by  the  Center  for  Educational 
Field  Services  (CEFS)  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Litchfield 
ranked  27th  out  of  168  school  districts  in  equalized  valuation  per  pupil 
ranking  the  districts  from  poorest  to  most  wealthy.  That  is  to  say  141 
school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  have  greater  equalized  valuation  per 
pupil  than  Litchfield.  However,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Litchfield  is 
"property  poor"  our  school  tax  rate  (per  $1 ,000)  as  equalized  of  $37.78  is 
the  highest  in  the  state  with  the  state  average  being  $16.50  per  thousand  as 
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equalized.  This  means  that  the  people  of  Litchfield  are  making  an 
outstanding  effort,  indeed  the  best  effort  of  any  community  in  New 
Hampshire,  to  support  education.  The  people  of  Litchfield  obviously  place 
a  high  priority  on  this  area  of  local  responsibility. 

We  have  an  equalizing  formula  in  New  Hampshire  known  as 
Foundation  Aid,  as  is  the  case  in  most  states.  Under  this  statute  the  state 
should  provide  the  difference  between  a  standard  local  contribution  rate, 
which  in  New  Hampshire's  case  is  set  at  $14.00  per  thousand  of  equalized 
valuation,  and  a  level  of  adequate  educational  expenditure  per  student  as 
established  by  the  state,  which  in  New  Hampshire's  case  is  the  state 
average  cost  per  student.  However,  the  state  historically  has  only  funded 
this  statute  by  approximately  10%  of  what  is  needed  to  fully  implement  it. 

During  the  current  year  Litchfield  would  be  entitled  to  $392  per 
pupil,  but  instead  is  receiving  nothing.  This  means  that  although  Litchfield 
is  considered  to  be  a  "property  poor"  district  and  should  be  receiving 
$272,259.80  to  make  up  the  difference  between  a  "14  mill"  effort  and  the 
cost  of  a  basic  program  as  established  by  the  state,  we  are  not  receiving 
anything  to  make  up  that  difference.  Forty  million  dollars  would  be 
required  for  the  state  to  meet  its  full  commitment  to  school  districts 
throughout  the  state  under  the  Foundation  Aid  program,  but  last  year 
only  3.9  million  or  approximately  10%  was  appropriated  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature.  The  result  in  Litchfield's  case  is  that  local  residents 
must  be  willing  to  tax  themselves  well  in  excess  of  the  state  average  for 
school  support  in  order  to  provide  an  adequate  educational  opportunity 
for  their  children. 

It  becomes  alarmingly  clear  that  in  New  Hampshire  the  resident  of  a 
"property  poor"  community  such  as  Litchfield  is  penalized  severely  by  its 
dependence  almost  entirely  on  local  support  for  education,  while  more 
industry  intensive  communities  enjoy  lower  property  taxes  with  higher 
yields.  This  problem  is  exacerbated  by  the  fact  that  property  wealthy 
towns,  in  part  because  of  their  appealingly  low  tax  rates,  attract  more  and 
valuable  commercial,  industrial,  and  residential  properties.  Thus  the  rich 
get  richer  and  the  poor  get  poorer. 

This  issue  should  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  fact  that  the 
greatest  justification  for  such  a  heavy  reliance  on  local  taxation  is 
maintenance  of  local  control,  which  is  an  important  public  value  in  New 
Hampshire.  However,  the  issue  of  just  how  much  local  control  we  exercise 
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is  well  worth  consideration.  A  cursory  review  of  the  situation  will  quickly 
reveal  the  fact  that  if  one  considers  the  impact  of  state  and  federal 
mandates,  such  as  minimum  standards  for  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  and  education  of  the  handicapped  as  well  as  the  impact  of  the 
collective  bargaining  process  and  contracted  services  such  as  transporta- 
tion, the  amount  of  local  control  we  exercise  is  extremely  limited.  One 
need  only  review  the  budget  included  in  this  overall  report  to  quickly 
determine  the  number  of  areas  over  which  the  taxpayer  has  little  or  no 
control.  That  degree  of  local  control  is  usually  less  in  those  communities 
with  less  taxable  property  since  they  have  to  use  their  resources  to  meet 
mandates  and  quasi-mandates. 

I  have  devoted  my  report  to  this  issue  because  I  feel  strongly  that  as 
inflation  weighs  heavily  on  our  ability  and  willingness  to  raise  needed  tax 
support  for  education  the  issue  of  local  responsibility  vs.  state  respons- 
ibility becomes  of  vital  importance  particularly  to  a  "property  poor" 
community  such  as  our  own  with  heavy  reliance  on  the  property  tax. 
When  the  nuclear  plant  in  Seabrook  is  completed  it  will  have  a  value  equal 
to  approximately  one  fifth  of  the  value  of  all  the  property  in  the  state  and 
could  possibly  result  in  a  negative  tax  rate  in  that  community.  I  only  cite 
that  example  because  it  will  ultimately  personify  the  issue  of  disparity  in 
local  property  wealth.  The  time  has  come  to  talk  with  our  legislators  about 
alternatives  which  must  come  from  that  level  if  we  are  to  see  a  reasonable 
relationship  between  equalized  property  value  and  equalized  school  tax. 

As  we  move  ahead  through  the  severe  winter  months  which  are  bound 
to  place  a  severe  strain  on  a  tight  budget  designed  to  make  the  educational 
process  as  cost  effective  as  possible,  we  ask  you  to  bear  with  us  as  we 
attempt  to  meet  our  responsibilities  in  a  fiscally  responsible  fashion  while 
continuing  to  offer  a  quality  educational  program. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Burton,  Mrs. 
Roody,  Mr.  Coughlin,  Mr.  Donegan,  and  the  entire  school  staff  for  their 
unfailing  cooperation  and  finally,  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their 
commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total  educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff: 

The  following  comments  and  remarks  constitute  my  annual  report  as 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  for  the  Hudson  and  Litchfield  School 
Districts. 

Schools  in  Litchfield  opened  their  doors  on  September  5th  to  571 
students.  This  represents  an  increase  of  14  students  over  our  enrollment  of 
September  of  1978.  Although  the  increase  is  somewhat  insignificant,  the 
need  for  additional  space  is  still  very  apparent.  As  I  indicated  in  my  annual 
report  of  a  year  ago,  we  needed  two  additional  classrooms  for  the  79-80 
academic  year.  With  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  bond  issue  at  the  annual 
school  district  meeting,  we  were  forced  to  convert  the  former  special  needs 
center  into  a  regular  teaching  station.  In  addition,  a  portion  of  the  new 
library  facility  had  to  be  commandeered  as  the  second  classroom.  Needless 
to  say,  the  reduction  in  library  space  has  curtailed  our  effectiveness  in 
delivering  library  and  media  services  to  both  the  primary  and  middle 
school  units.  As  Litchfield's  educational  program  will  be  evaluated  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  in  the  near  future,  it  is  imperative  that  we 
initiate  a  plan  for  providing  adequate  library  and  classroom  space  if  we  are 
to  be  in  compliance  with  state  minimum  standards.  Should  a  workable 
solution  not  be  available,  we  could  conceivably  lose  our  elementary 
accreditation.  Thus,  it  is  my  recommendation,  even  though  we  are  not 
proposing  a  building  addition  in  the  80-81  budget,  that  we  maintain  a 
standing  building  committee  to  continually  monitor  our  facility  needs. 

Speaking  of  budget,  we  are  presently  in  the  process  of  completing  this 
task  for  the  1980-81  fiscal  year.  Although  we  have  attempted  to  keep 
increases  to  a  minimum,  the  galloping  inflation  rate  has  had  a  dramatic 
impact  on  the  school  budget,  as  it  has  for  each  and  every  one  of  us. 
Consumable  teaching  supplies,  such  as  paper,  pencils,  crayons,  etc.,  have 
jumped  by  more  than  60  percent  over  a  three  year  period;  custodial 
supplies  have  increased  by  more  than  30  percent,  and  the  same  holds  true 
for  other  accounts.  However,  the  most  difficult  factors  to  calculate  are  in 
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the  areas  of  energy.  Over  the  past  two  years,  we  have  implemented  several 
measures  to  reduce  energy  consumption;  yet  the  cost  has  still  continued  to 
spiral  upward.  This  line  item  alone  has  increased  by  approximately  100 
percent;  and  in  all  likelihood  will  continue  to  absorb  a  larger  and  larger 
percentage  of  our  operating  capital.  The  point  I  wish  to  illustrate  is  that 
these  intangibles  are  adversely  affecting  the  replacement  of  instructional 
supplies  and  teaching  equipment.  Thus,  in  an  effort  to  live  within  our 
budget  constraints,  some  of  our  instructional  priorities  may  need  to  be 
modified. 

As  in  the  past  years,  we  have  selected  an  area  of  the  curriculum  for 
review  and  revision.  This  year,  mathematics  has  been  identified  as  the 
discipline  to  be  addressed.  The  process  will  be  similar  to  previous  reviews; 
the  content  will  be  evaluated  according  to  its  appropriateness,  resource 
material  will  be  analyzed,  texts  scrutinized,  and  a  new  syllabus  with  goals 
and  objectives  developed.  Hopefully,  by  late  spring,  we  will  be  prepared  to 
submit  our  recommendation  to  you  and  subsequently  to  the  Board. 

During  this  academic  year,  we  have  spent  considerable  time  and  effort 
in  improving  our  counseling  services  to  the  student  body  and  community. 
With  the  addition  of  a  full  time  counselor,  we  have  more  effectively 
addressed  the  needs  of  students  coded  as  handicapped,  as  well  as  provided 
more  individual  services  to  the  entire  student  populace.  Mr.  Rousseau  has 
initiated  weekly  group  counseling  sessions  and  has  also  conducted  a 
parental  workshop  on  the  Litchfield  Testing  Program.  In  addition,  he  has 
contacted  the  various  public  and  parochial  high  schools  in  an  effort  to 
keep  students  informed  on  the  curriculum  opportunities  available  at  the 
secondary  level. 

A  dimension  of  the  position  that  continues  to  require  an  enormous 
amount  of  time  and  energy  is  the  staffing  of  the  respective  schools.  In  my 
last  report,  I  indicated  that  the  pool  of  qualified  applicants  seeking 
teaching  positions  had  shrunk  considerable.  This  trend  appears  to  be 
continuing.  Educational  institutions  are  producing  fewer  and  fewer 
candidates,  and  the  business  community  has  begun  to  draw  more  and  more 
heavily  from  the  educational  ranks.  At  this  point,  I  would  not  state  we  are 
facing  a  severe  teacher  shortage,  but  I  have  some  real  concerns  relative  to 
recruiting  qualified  individuals  in  the  specialty  areas.  The  problem 
becomes  even  more  acute  when  we  attempt  to  attract  able  substitutes. 
Salaries  in  this  area  are  not  even  comparable  to  positions  requiring  similar 
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training;  thus,  the  number  of  candidates  seeking  this  employment 
opportunity  have  been  drastically  reduced  over  the  past  three  years. 
Without  some  form  of  financial  stimulus  given  in  this  budget  category,  we 
will  continue  to  be  faced  with  a  dearth  of  substitute  teachers. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you  for 
your  continued  support  and  to  thank  the  staff,  the  central  office 
personnel,  and  the  many  fine  people  in  the  Litchfield  community  for  their 
kind  and  helpful  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

DearMr.Dolloff, 

I  am  pleased  to  offer  this  report  of  activities  within  Special  Services 
over  the  past  year. 

We  are  now  into  our  second  year  of  full  implementation  of  Public 
Law  94-142  (the  Education  for  All  Handicapped  Act)  and  the  added 
regulations  of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act.  We  have  found  a 
major  impact  of  both  these  pieces  of  legislation  to  be  the  securing  and 
maintaining  of  required  paperwork.  Principally  this  includes  the  Annual 
Statement  of  Placement  and  Individual  Educational  Plan  which  are  the 
two  documents  that  parents  must  sign  in  order  for  their  children  to  receive 
special  services.  The  Annual  Statement  of  Placement  essentially  summar- 
izes the  evaluative  data  and  the  services  to  be  provided  and  bears  the 
parents'  signature  signifying  their  agreement  with  the  handicap  designation 
and  programming.  The  Individual  Educational  Plan  also  outlines  what 
services  will  be  provided  and  further  defines  the  program  by  stating  long 
and  short  term  learning  goals.  Our  staff  has  been  very  conscientious  about 
the  writing  of  these  educational  plans  which  have  proved  to  be  a  time 
consuming  task.  However,  they  have  provided  both  parents  and  staff 
members  who  work  with  our  handicapped  children  a  clear  idea  of  what  the 
learning  goals  and  expectations  are.  PL  94-142  and  Section  504  state  that 
parents  are  to  take  part  in  the  formulation  of  the  educational  plan,  and  we 
have  made  an  effort  this  year  to  involve  all  parents  who  expressed  a  wish 
to  be  included  in  the  process.  This  procedure,  of  course,  has  to  be  repeated 
year  after  year,  and  we  are  doing  our  best  to  streamline  the  process  in 
terms  of  getting  the  ASP's  (Annual  Statements  of  Placement)  and  IEP's 
(Educational  Plans)  written  and  signed  on  time. 

As  you  know,  94-142  carries  with  it  federal  monies  in  the  form  of  a 
per  pupil  amount  for  each  child  who  is  identified  as  educationally 
handicapped  and  whose  evaluation  and  paperwork  are  current  as  of 
December  1st  of  any  given  year.  Evaluations  must  be  done  at  least  once 
every  three  years.  This  is  the  first  year  that  those  students  with  outdated 
evaluations  (even  though  the  ASP  is  currently  signed)  will  not  be  included 
in  the  official  December  1st  count,  so  we  have  been  diligently  updating 
those  evaluations  that  were  no  longer  current. 

The  importance  of  counting  every  eligible  student  becomes  clear  when 
we   review  what   we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  with  those  federal 
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monies.  These  funds  are  to  be  used  first  to  identify  all  handicapped 
students  in  the  district  and  then  they  may  be  used  to  supplement  existing 
services.  Although  in  previous  years  we  have  concentrated  on  procedures 
to  identify  students,  in  this  past  year  we  have  added  a  staff  position  and 
supplementary  services  as  well  as  maintaining  our  capability  to  identify 
and  program  for  newly  referred  students.  With  federal  funds  we  have 
added  a  resource  room  teacher  and  materials  to  support  that  program  so 
that  we  can  now  offer  alternative  instruction  in  classroom  subject  matter 
to  students  who  achieve  no  success  in  the  classroom.  This  instruction  may 
be  individual  or  in  small  groups  and  is  especially  designed  to  meet  each 
student's  learning  need.  Through  our  regular  budget  we  have  paired  this 
position  with  another  resource  room  teacher  who  also  provides  such 
alternative  instruction  and  spends  a  portion  of  her  time  testing  and 
diagnosing  learning  problems  for  the  students  who  are  referred  to  special 
services.  This  Resource  Room  with  its  two  specialists  has  proved  to  be  a 
successful  way  to  deal  with  the  number  of  students  who  need  varying 
amounts  of  special  programming  during  their  school  day. 

Also  with  94-142  monies  we  were  able  to  increase  our  psychological 
services.  To  date  we  have  had  consulting  services  once  a  month  for  four 
hours.  With  this  extra  time  we  were  able  to  offer  therapy  to  some  students 
who  needed  help  beyond  what  could  be  given  by  the  school  guidance 
counselor.  More  time  with  the  Occupational  Therapist  was  another 
element  of  our  94-142  grant.  We  have  identified  increasing  numbers  of 
students  who  have  benefited  either  from  direct  therapy  from  the 
Occupational  Therapist  or  who  receive  services  from  their  teachers  or 
specialists  who  take  direction  from  the  Occupational  Therapist  and  then 
work  with  their  classes  individually  or  in  small  groups. 

Our  special  needs  program  in  Litchfield  now  consists  of  two  full  time 
Resource  Room  teachers,  one  full  time  Learning  Disabilities  Tutor,  one 
full  time  Counsellor,  the  Reading  Supervisor,  part  time  Title  I  program- 
ming in  Language  Development,  a  part  time  Speech  Therapist,  and  part  of 
the  Assistant  Principal's  time  in  serving  as  Case  Co-ordinator  and  evaluator 
for  diagnosing  children  with  special  needs.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all 
of  our  programs  are  running  smoothly  and  effectively.  We  do  have  a  skilled 
and  dedicated  professional  staff  who  work  well  together  to  provide  the 
best  possible  service  for  all  of  our  handicapped  students. 

Another  district  wide  project  is  that  of  Accountability.  Responding  to 
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what  is  now  a  national  movement  on  the  part  of  citizens  as  well  as 
educators,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  mandated  that  each  local 
community  develop  an  Accountability  Plan  to  ensure  that  basic  skills  are 
covered  in  the  curriculum  so  that  students  finish  school  with  at  least 
minimum  competency  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  language  arts,  math,  and 
U.S.  and  N.H.  History  and  Government.  Local  committees  of  teachers 
have  spent  many  hours  identifying  those  essential  learning  objectives  that 
will  represent  what  we  feel  are  the  most  basic  skills  that  need  to  be 
learned.  An  assessment  measure  will  then  be  developed  to  test  those  skills, 
and  the  final  result  of  the  project  will  be  a  management  plan  that  will 
direct  the  district  to  address  areas  of  weakness  making  sure  that  a  firm 
grounding  in  the  basics  is  offered.  It  needs  to  be  emphasized  that 
promotion  or  graduation  will  not  be  based  on  the  results  of  this  testing, 
and  teachers  will  not  be  evaluated  according  to  how  students  perform. 
Also  at  no  time  do  we  want  to  see  the  teaching  of  these  basic  skills  take 
the  lion's  share  of  our  programming  time.  We  want  to  make  sure  that  they 
are  covered  thoroughly,  but  not  at  the  expense  of  the  breadth  of 
curriculum  which  all  feel  is  also  vital  to  our  program.  Accountability  is 
currently  a  "hot"  topic  in  education,  and  the  fact  that  school  systems 
should  be  accountable  for  students'  learning  at  least  minimum  skills 
cannot  really  be  argued.  However,  it  is  also  important  to  keep  in 
perspective  that  this  has  always  been  one  of  our  primary  purposes,  and  we 
should  see  this  project  more  as  one  to  help  us  evaluate  our  effectiveness  in 
this  area,  and  redirect  some  of  our  efforts  if  it  is  necessary,  than  as  a  new 
movement  designed  to  set  different  priorities  to  our  programs. 

The  scope  of  special  services  does  not  seem  to  be  diminishing.  The  law 
requires  us  to  provide  services  for  youngsters  from  3  to  21  years  old,  and 
while  we  are  providing  for  the  school-age  child,  we  continue  to  see  the 
need  to  develop  pre-school  programs  and  services.  The  earlier  we  are  able 
to  identify  and  service  handicapped  children,  the  better  chance  we  have  of 
laying  the  groundwork  for  a  more  successful  public  school  experience. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  we  are  now  seeing  students  in  our  high 
school  programs  who  may  have  had  special  programming  since  their  first 
years  in  school.  Their  needs  for  alternative  programs  and  more  vocation- 
ally oriented  programs  are  becoming  much  clearer.  Parents  of  these 
students  who  have  now  been  involved  in  their  children's  services  over  the 
years  are  also  becoming  more  involved  and  interested  in  what  we  will  be 
able  to  offer  their  children  for  vocational  training  and  exposure.  In  the 
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coming  year  and  years,  we  will  hope  to  develop  strength  in  both  of  these 
areas. 

Mr.  Dolloff,  I  have  now  served  as  Director  of  Special  Services  for  six 
months,  and  I  continue  to  discover  many  of  the  rewards  that  are  part  of 
this  job.  It  is  a  tremendous  satisfaction  to  work  in  a  district  and 
community  that  is  committed  to  its  young  people  and  demonstrates  that 
commitment  by  supporting  regular  and  special  programs  so  whole- 
heartedly. I  greatly  appreciate  the  tolerance  and  guidance  that  you,  Mr. 
Burton,  Mr.  Coughlin,  and  Mr.  Donegan  have  shown  in  helping  me  learn 
my  new  job,  and  I  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  with  the  hope  that  it 
will  continue  to  be  as  rewarding  and  productive.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  GRIFFIN  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL

Dear  Mr.  Dolloff, 

This  past  year  at  Griffin  Memorial  School  has  been  a  busy  one,  with 
the  completion  of  Phase  II  of  the  building  addition.  The  project  was 
finalized  in  January  by  the  General  Contractor,  P.J.  Stella  Construction 
Company  of  Wakefield,  Massachusetts.  The  addition  was  dedicated  on 
February  22,  of  1979  at  an  Open  House,  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Education,  Dr.  Robert  Brunelle  giving  the  keynote  address. 

We  have  continued  to  have  an  increase  in  student  population,  but  not 
at  the  same  hectic  pace  that  we've  seen  in  previous  years.  School  opened  in 
September  with  566  students,  up  only  9  students  over  the  previous  school 
year.  We  still  had  student  accommodation  problems  because  of  uneven 
distribution  of  students  over  the  various  grade  levels.  We  had  a  bulge  at 
two  grade  levels;  2nd  grade  and  4th  grade,  requiring  adding  2  teaching 
stations.  Therefore,  over  the  summer  we  renovated  several  spaces  to  better 
accommodate  students.  We  converted  the  Learning  Center  into  a  class- 
room to  accommodate  a  4th  grade  class,  and  made  the  assistant  principal's 
office  area  into  the  Learning  Center.  We  rescheduled  the  Junior  High 
initially  to  gain  a  5th  grade  classroom  space,  thereby  freeing  a  classroom 
for  a  2nd  grade  to  occupy.  We  also  added  a  resource  room,  converting  the 
teachers'  room  into  a  teaching  station,  and  relocating  the  teachers'  room  in 
the  old  nurse's  office.  By  November  as  the  sixth  grade  became  over- 
crowded, and  we  added  an  additional  junior  high  teacher  one  fifth  grade 
class  had  to  be  moved  into  the  primary  library  space,  and  we  are  presently 
utilizing  that  area  as  a  classroom.  Needless  to  say,  we  still  have  "growing 
pains". 

Griffin  Memorial  continues  to  have  a  large  turnover  in  staff  each  year. 
Last  year,  Mr.  David  Chouinard,  Junior  High  Mathematics  Teacher  and 
team  leader  left  us  to  teach  at  Greater  Lowell  Regional  Vocational  High 
School.  He  was  replaced  by  Mr.  James  Skrekas.  Mr.  Skrekas  is  a  graduate 
of  Boston  University  and  is  a  second  year  teacher.  Mrs.  Michelle  Demers 
left  us  due  to  her  husbands  transfer  to  Pennsylvania.  Mrs.  Demers  taught 
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reading  and  language  arts  and  has  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  Catherine  Reste. 
Mrs.  Reste  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  State  College  and  has  several  years 
teaching  experience.  Mr.  Paul  Pelland  left  Griffin  Memorial  School  to  go  to 
work  as  a  circulation  manager  for  The  Lowell  Sun  Newspaper.  He  taught 
math  and  science.  He  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  Kurt  Schulz,  a  graduate  of 
Keene  State  College  with  one  year  of  previous  teaching  experience.  Due  to 
the  increase  in  members  of  the  sixth  grade  mentioned  above,  the  school 
board  created  a  new  position  in  November  for  the  Junior  High.  Mrs.  Ellen 
DeVries  with  two  years  experience  was  hired  to  fill  that  position.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  College  and  is  teaching  social  studies  and 
math. 

In  the  intermediate  team,  Miss  Kathleen  Mitchell  replaced  Miss 
Cynthia  Loulakis  at  a  fifth  grade  position.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Stonehill 
College  and  is  a  first  year  teacher.  Mr.  Richard  Flagg  is  also  a  first  year 
teacher  at  the  fifth  grade  level,  replacing  Miss  Martha  McNaught  who 
moved  to  a  3rd  grade  position.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Salem  State  College. 
Mrs.  Mary  Pavlik  who  formerly  taught  3rd  grade,  moved  to  the  new  4th 
grade  position. 

In  the  primary  team,  there  were  two  new  staff  members.  Mrs.  Carol 
Smiglin  was  hired  for  the  new  2nd  grade.  She  is  a  graduate  of  State 
University  College  at  Potsdam,  New  York  and  has  several  years  teaching 
experience.  Miss  Carol  Scagnelli  replaced  Mrs.  Karen  Mayes,  who  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  Hollis.  Miss  Scagnelli  is  teaching  2nd  grade  and  is  a 
first  year  teacher. 

Two  new  people  staff  our  resource  room.  Miss  Melanie  Madden  came 
to  us  from  the  Hudson  Title  I  Program.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  State 
College  and  has  two  years  previous  experience.  Mrs.  Susan  Wright  is  a 
resource  room  teacher  hired  through  94-142  Federal  Funds.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  Rivier  College  and  has  experience  as  a  resource  room  aide. 

Mrs.  Joanne  Fry  resigned  her  position  as  Special  Needs  Instructor/ 
Guidance  Counselor,  because  of  her  husband's  transfer  to  the  Albany,  New 
York  area.  She  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  Thomas  Rousseau.  Mr.  Rousseau 
is  a  Guidance  Counselor  full  time,  as  the  special  needs  portion  of 
responsibility  has  been  picked  up  by  our  resource  room.  Mr.  Rousseau  is  a 
graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  with  a  Masters  in  counseling  from  Springfield 
College.  He  has  two  years  previous  experience  in  Vermont. 

Educationally,  the  faculty  is  continuing  our  In-Service-Rescheduled 
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Time  Program.  We  are  concentrating  on  the  curriculum  areas  of 
Mathematics  and  Language  Arts  for  the  1979-80  school  year.  The  faculty 
meets  for  3  hours  on  18  Wednesdays  when  the  children  are  released  at 
12:30. 

Litchfield  School  District  also  is  involved  with  Hudson  in  designing  an 
Accountability  testing  and  management  plan  to  meet  the  state  mandate 
for  competency  testing  in  basic  skills.  Administrative  and  faculty 
representatives  continue  to  serve  on  the  planning  committees. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association,  led  by  Mrs.  Noreen  Grant  continues 
to  be  instrumental  in  helping  to  organize  Parent  Volunteers  for  our  school. 
Mrs.  Kathleen  Carroll  is  the  Parent  Volunteer  Coordinator.  The  PTA 
sponsors  many  worthwhile  functions  throughout  the  year  including: 
informational  meetings,  fund  raisers,  baby-sitting  seminars  for  students, 
etc. 

Parents,  townspeople,  and  friends  have  been  most  supportive  of  our 
school  activities.  Attendance  at  Parent -Teacher  Conferences  is  superb.  Our 
musical  concerts  play  to  standing  room  only.  Parents  are  quick  to 
volunteer  to  chaperone  field  trips,  dances,  the  ski  program,  and  to  assist 
the  staff  working  on  activities  like  our  Fourth  Annual  Science  Fair,  which 
has  become  a  tradition. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Litchfield  Police  Department  and  the 
Litchfield  Fire  Department  for  their  many  services  and  assistance  with  our 
programs,  helping  to  insure  good  health  and  welfare  for  all  our  children. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  faculty  and  staff  who 
help  make  my  job  a  rewarding  one.  A  special  thanks  must  be  expressed  to 
the  townspeople,  Budget  Committee,  School  Board,  and  central  office  for 
their  support  and  dedication  to  our  policies  and  programs.  I  am  confident 
we  can  continue  to  improve  the  educational  environment  and  experiences 
of  our  young  people.  In  a  time  of  many  diminishing  resources,  our 
youngsters  are  one  resource  we  can  count  on  to  continue  to  grow  and 
develop.

As  we  progress  into  the  1979-1980  school  year  and  become 
preoccupied  with  the  budget  for  1980-1981,  it  becomes  difficult  to  sift 
out  what  belongs  in  a  report  for  the  year  1978-1979.  As  in  past  years,  let 
us  bring  you  up  to  date  as  the  Board  is  functioning  now. 

Following  the  pattern  of  recent  years,  this  Board  has  been  very  active. 
Each  member  has  assumed  some  outside  responsibilities.  Kathryn 
Grochmal  on  the  Budget  Committee,  Ellen  Robinson  on  the  Account- 
ability Committee,  Bob  Bennett  and  Marge  Kampe  on  Negotiations.  Bob 
Bennett  has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  Board 
on  which  each  school  board  member  also  serves.  Ellen  Robinson  and 
Marge  Kampe  again  served  on  the  Transportation  Committee.  Besides 
these  official  "extras"  board  members  also  attended  educational  meetings 
sponsored  by  regional,  state  and  New  England  groups,  to  learn  more  about 
our  responsibilities  on  the  school  board. 

There  has  been  increased  cooperation  and  communication  between 
the  town  agencies  and  the  school.  The  Selectmen  and  Recreation 
Commission  are  notable  on  that  score.  We  have  participated  on  the 
Sounding  Board,  cooperated  with  the  Budget  Committee's  and  Planning 
Board's  Long  Term  Capital  Investment  Projections. 

With  accountability  so  much  in  the  forefront,  the  Board  reexamined 
its  functions,  policies  and  procedures  to  see  that  they  did  indeed  enhance 
the  Board's  accountability  to  the  townspeople,  to  the  students,  and  to  the 
staff  from  Superintendent  to  Ken  Hedderig.  Most  policies  and  procedures 
did  not  change,  a  few  additions  were  made  for  clarity  and  emphasis.  For 
example,  any  citizen  is  always  welcome  to  attend  meetings.  In  fact,  the 
Board  feels  that  attendance  at  meetings  is  important  to  interest  qualified 
candidates  to  run  for  the  Board.

Nancy  Hendrick,  Litchfield  representative  to  the  N.H.  General  Court, 
led  the  assembly  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Moderator  Peterson  ascertained  that  there  were  no  objections  to 
having  non-residents  speak;  emphasized  that  persons  not  on  the  checklist 
would  be  in  violation  of  the  law  if  they  attempted  to  vote;  dispensed  with 
reading  the  Warrant  in  its  entirety;  and  opened  the  meeting  to  business 
with  the  reading  of  Article  I. 

I-Lorraine  Pelkey  MOVED  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the 
design,  construction,  and  equipping  of  an  addition  to  the  Griffin  Memorial 
School,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $165,000.00  for 
the  aforesaid  purposes.  Said  sum  is  to  be  in  addition  to  any  bond 
investment  interest  and  other  local,  state  or  federal  funds  made  available 
therefor  and  to  raise  the  same  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  serial  notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  Chapter  33 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  New  Hampshire,  as  amended;  and  to 
authorize  the  Litchfield  School  Board  to  so  issue  and  negotiate  said  bonds 
or  notes  in  the  name  of  or  in  the  credit  of  the  District,  said  Board  to  have 
the  discretionary  powers  described  in  Section  8  of  said  Chapter  33  in 
respect  to  said  notes  and  bonds.  Philip  Reed  seconded. 

School  Board  chairman  Robert  Bennett  gave  background  information, 
including  past  and  estimated  future  construction  costs  and  Griffin 
enrollment  figures.  Discussion  from  the  floor  centered  primarily  around 
the  tax  rate,  future  building  plans,  and  enrollment  estimates  for  the  next 
several  years. 
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Moderator  Peterson  explained  voting  procedure,  noting  that  bond 
issues  in  excess  of  $100,000.00  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
majority  ballot  vote,  and  that  polls  must  be  open  for  an  hour. 

Ballot  clerks  were:  Sophia  Adams,  Emilienne  Jean,  Beulah  Bean,  and 
David  Campbell. 

The  polls  were  opened  at  8:12  P.M. 

After  all  present  had  voted,  the  meeting  resumed.  Greta  Lynch,  having 
been  sworn  in  as  Deputy  School  District  Clerk,  remained  at  the  polls  to 
accept  ballots  under  Article  I. 

II--Eugene  Pelkey  MOVED  that  the  assembly  pass  over  Article  II  until 
the  results  of  Article  I  should  be  known.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Paul  Nicholas,  David  Campbell,  and  Roger  Houle.  Motion  passed  by 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

Ill-Carol  Fleming  MOVED  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $9,250.20  (nine  thousand  two  hundred  fifty  dollars 
and  twenty  cents)  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  Litchfield  students 
enrolled  at  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  to  and  from  school.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Kenneth  Sturgill. 

Carol  Fleming  provided  background  information  on  this  petition 
article.  Speakers  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  cited  fiscal  advantages  for  their 
stance.  (Busing  students  to  private  schools  costs  less  than  educating 
children  at  public  expense,  vs.  the  advisability  of  keeping  taxpayers'  funds 
within  the  public  school  system.) 

Speakers  disagreed  over  interpretation  of  N.H.  R.S.A.  Chapter  189.9, 
pertaining  to  the  busing  issue;  however,  School  Board  Chairman  Bennett 
quoted  from  a  legal  opinion  of  School  District  Counsel  Lewis  Soulo 
indicating  that  busing  these  out-of-district  students  was  probably  illegal. 
Mr.  Bennett  added  that  a  written  opinion  requested  from  the  N.H. 
Attorney  General  through  the  Department  of  Education  had  not  yet  been 
forthcoming. 

A  vote  on  the  motion  was  temporarily  delayed,  as  it  was  at  this  time 
9:13,  the  polls  had  been  opened  under  Article  I  for  one  hour  and  one 
minute.  The  moderator  asked  whether  anyone  present  wished  to  vote. 
There  was  no  response.  The  moderator  declared  the  polls  closed  under 
Article  I. 
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I--Results  of  the  vote  under  Article  I  were  as  follows:

III--Thomas  Levesque  proposed  to  amend  the  motion  on  Article  III  to 
also  read: 

That  there  will  be  a  fee  of  SI  1  per  marking  period  per  student  payable 
to  the  Litchfield  School  District,  in  advance,  charged  to  bus  them  to  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  in  Manchester. 

The  moderator  declared  a  brief  recess  while  wording  of  the  written 
amendment  was  finalized. 

The  moderator  asked  for  a  second  to  the  motion  to  amend.  Several 
voters  raised  their  hands,  and  the  moderator  ruled  that  the  motion  was 
sufficiently  seconded. 

The  amendment  was  discussed  for  several  minutes,  until  Stephen 
Robinson  MOVED  the  question.  The  moderator  ruled  that  this  motion 
was  sufficiently  seconded  by  raised  hands. 

A  voice  vote  on  the  motion  to  close  debate  carried  unanimously. 

A  voice  vote  on  the  amendment  to  add  the  $11  fee  per  marking 
period  failed  to  carry. 

Discussion  of  the  original  motion  continued  briefly  until  David 
Campbell  MOVED  the  question.  The  moderator  ruled  that  this  motion  was 
sufficiently  seconded  by  raised  hands. 

A  voice  vote  on  the  motion  to  close  debate  carried  unanimously. 

Philip  M.  Reed,  Shirley-Ann  Reed,  Vicki  Durzy,  Jerilyn  McGivern, 
Richard  Jenkins,  Eugene  N.  Pelkey,  and  Willis  E.  Jewett  MOVED  in 
writing  that  the  vote  on  Article  III  be  by  secret  ballot. 

Similar  written  requests  by  Daniel  Guerette,  Lillian  Hamel,  Arthur  J. 
Hamel,  and  others  were  also  presented,  and  the  moderator  instructed  that 
the  record  show  these  as  sufficient  seconds  to  the  motion.

II~Robert  Bennett  MOVED  that  Article  II,  due  to  the  defeat  of 
Article  I,  be  declared  Inexpedient  to  Vote.  Lorraine  Pelkey  seconded. 
Motion  carried  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

(Article  II  pertained  to  raising  and  appropriating  money  for  the 
principal  and  interest  on  the  proposed  bond  issue.) 


IV-Ellen  Robinson  MOVED  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $320,836.00  to  fund  all  cost  items  relating  to  teachers'  salaries 
and  benefits  for  the  1979-1980  school  fiscal  year,  $18,782.00  of  such  sum 
representing  additional  costs  attributable  to  the  latest,  collective  bargain- 
ing agreement  entered  into  by  the  School  Board  and  the  Litchfield 
Education  Association.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  William  Kerin, 
Lorraine  Pelkey,  and  Philip  Reed. 

Following  brief  discussion,  the  motion  carried  by  unanimous  voice 
vote. 


V-Eugene  Pelkey  MOVED  that  the  assembly  take  up  the  Budget  line 
item  by  line  item.  Willis  Jewett  and  Paul  Hendrick  seconded. 

Paul  Nicholas  presented  the  following  written  amendment:  That  only 
those  line  items  exceeding  a  10%  or  more  increase  be  reviewed.  Robert 
Desmarais  seconded.  There  was  a  brief  discussion.  On  a  voice  vote,  the 
moderator  declared  that  the  amendment  failed. 

Following  a  voice  vote  on  the  original  motion,  the  moderator  declared 
that  the  motion  failed. 

Margaret  Kampe  MOVED  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,189,000.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
benefits  for  school  district  officials  and  agents  other  than  benefits  and 
salaries  payable  to  teachers,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District.  Robert  Bennett  seconded  the  motion.

Margaret  Kampe  explained  that  the  $1,189,000.00  figure  had  been 
arrived  at  by  taking  the  school  board's  recommended  total  budget  of 
$1,680,380.00  and  subtracting  the  $165,000.00  of  principal  and  the 
$4,913.00  of  interest  requested  for  the  building  bond,  and  the 
$320,836.00  already  voted  toward  teacher'  salaries  and  benefits  under 
Article  IV. 

Stephen  Robinson  MOVED,  in  writing,  to  amend  the  motion  to 
$1,078,856.00  as  the  figure  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee, 
including  $10,000  for  site  work  under  line  item  1266.  David  Lanoue 
seconded.  The  moderator  declared  a  brief  recess. 


When  the  meeting  resumed,  discussion  revolved  around  both  the 
school  board's  and  the  budget  committee's  recommendations.  It  was  noted 
that  the  difference  between  the  two  recommendations  was  $110,144.00. 
Several  citizens  mentioned  specific  line  items  or  spoke  of  "compromise"  in 
general,  but  no  new  motions  to  amend  were  presented. 

The  moderator  declared  that  a  voice  vote  on  the  Robinson  amend- 
ment was  inconclusive.  He  called  for  a  division  vote,  instructing  people  not 
on  the  checklist  to  stand  at  the  rear  of  the  hall  during  the  vote. 

Tellers  appointed  for  the  count  were:  Eduardo  Albuquerque,  M. 
Frances  Bennett,  Ronald  Mason,  and  Sandra  Graves. 

Results  of  the  vote  were: 

Yes:  42 

No:  63 

Amendment  failed. 

A  division  vote  on  the  original  motion  was  also  taken,  after  the 
assembly  passed  a  motion  by  Maurine  Peterson  to  MOVE  the  question. 
The  cloture  motion  passed  on  a  voice  vote.  However,  a  voice  vote  on  the 
Kampe  motion  proved  inconclusive. 

The  same  tellers  counted  the  vote,  with  people  not  on  the  checklist 
again  standing  at  the  rear  of  the  hall. 

Results  of  the  vote  were:

Motion  carried. 
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VI--David  Campbell  MOVED  that  the  District  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for,  receive  and  expend  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants  in  aid  or  other  funds  or  property  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  other 
Federal,  State,  or  private  agency.  J.  Richard  Donegan,  Robert  Bennett, 
and  Lorraine  Pelkey  seconded  the  motion.  There  was  little  discussion.  The 
motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

VII-Lorraine  Pelkey  MOVED  that  the  District  approve  the  agents', 
committees',  and  officers'  written  reports  as  they  appear  in  the  published 
book.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Eugene  Pelkey,  Beulah  Bean,  and 
Ronald  Tremblay. 

Stephen  Robinson  MOVED  to  amend  the  motion  to  accept  as 
accurate  the  reports  of  all  committees  except  the  Budget  Committee, 
whose  report  was  not  entirely  included.  Mr.  Robinson  noted  that  the 
budget  committee's  report  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  had  been  printed 
without  the  revenue  section  of  the  warrant.  He  requested  that  the  revenue 
section  be  included  in  future  printed  reports.  The  school  board  agreed  that 
revenue  figures  would  be  printed  in  future  reports.  Mr.  Robinson's 
amendment  then  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

The  vote  on  the  original  motion,  as  amended,  also  carried  by  voice 
vote. 

VIII-Robert  Bennett  offered  a  resolution  to  thank  former  School 
District  official  David  Campbell  for  his  many  years'  service  both  as  School 
District  moderator  and  as  truant  officer. 

The  assembly  offered  a  unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

At  11:45  P.M.,  Philip  Reed  MOVED  to  adjourn.  The  motion  was 
adequately -almost  unanimously-seconded,  and  passed  by  unanimous 
voice  vote. 
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
